A cusmiet meeting \vas held at Wash- 


ington to discuss the Chinese question. 
The conclusion arrived tit according to 
the dispatches v us that the lav/ cannot 
be enforced as there are not sufficient 
funds to carry out its provisions. Of 
the amount appropriated by the Geary 
act to deport Ohine&e, only $36,000 is 
lyiexpended, and that would not pay 
the expense ot arresting and shipping 
more than a few thousand of them. 


The question of excluding coolies has 


been agitated on the Pacific coast for 
over thirty years 
It has been dis- 


cussed in political conventions, in the 
newspapers and on the stump. No can- 
didate could reasonably hope to be 
c-.. •<. ted unless the platform on which 
he was nominated emphatically de- 
clared against Chinese immigration. 
So long as the opposition to Chinese 
did not extend east of the Eock'y 
mountains and was. confined to the 
woiking classes, congiess took no ac- 
tion in the matter, but when the Chi- 
nese commenced manufacturing many 
articles on their own account, and es- 
tablished colonies in the principal 
eastern cities, after the completion of 
the transcontinental railroads, an act 
restricting Chinese immigration was 
passed 
This was supplemented by an 


exclubiou act which contained so many 
loophole? through which Chinese could 
crawl, that it was virtually a dead let- 
ter on the statutes 
To remedy the de- 


fect*; in this exclusion act the Geary 
bill was introduced by a California 
congressman. It went into effect May 
o, at which time every Chinese who had 
not complied with its, provisions was 
liable to arrest and to be shipped out 
of the country. Contrary to the gen- 
ei-dl custom, and to the common belief 
that it is the dut^ot the chief execu- 
tive to enfoive the law and let the 
courts decide upon its constitutionality, 
the admiiu&trdtioii modified the re- 
quirements of the act at first, and sub- 
sequently suspended its provisions al- 
together 
Now the supreme court has 


douded the act constitutional, and yet 
the administration concludes to make 
no attempt to eutoice its provisions. 
This gives the Six Companies, whose 
mciudates have more force with the 
coolies thpy smuggle into the United 
tat ituT than tho laws of the country, a 
prestige \vhicn the enforcement of the 
act \\uiud deprive them ot, as they ad- 
\i^eJ tho Chinese to disregard the act

The Presbyterean board 
of missionaries at a meeting yesterday 
in addition to sending a cablegram, or- 
dered letters written to the four mis- 
sions in that country, in which was an 
injunction to be cautious. 
Conserva- 


tive action was enlarged on and adding; 
" It seems to us desirable, while mat- 
ters are in suspense, that all our mis- 
sionaries should be in a situation 
where prompt communication shall be 
possible and that visits to the interior 
should not be 
undertaken 
unless 


proper precautions are taken, 
I am 


authorized to say that Mr. Dulles is 
about to send extra funds to each 
mission to be available when needed. 
The chief danger apprehended is the 
uprising, the result of false reports 
scattered among the people, who may 
take action before the government can 
interfere." 


The Methodist foreign^missionary so- 


ciety decided to make a final appeal to 
the president against the enforcement 
of the law. The appeal as formulated, 
says 
" We earnestly beseech the pres- 


ident to use all the means within his 
power to meet the just wishes of the 
Chinese government, and if it yet be 
possible to secure through diplomatic 
action such an agreement between the 
two countries as will secure peace and 
harmony." 


The following was also issued for 


distribution- "In this time of peril to 
our missionary interests m China, and 
of dishonor to the fair name of our 
country, because of unrighteous legis 
lation, we deem it of the utmost im 
portance that the whole church shoulc 
look to God for his divine guidance 
and help. 
We therefore recommend 


that Sunday, May 28, be observed as a 
day of special prayer throughout the 
country that our government may be 
led to just and right action in this 
emergency and that such solution of 
;he pending question may be reached 
as shall save the missionary interest in 


him, from disaster and secure just 
treatment to the Chinese in this conn- 
try "

In the season of 1893 Bichard Gird of 


Chino, California, expects to manufac- 
ture 16,000,000 pounds of sugar from 
beets; not for exercise alone, but for 
cash returns. 


There is reason for the belief that 


capital invested in sugar beet culture 
and manufacture of sugar in Nevada 
would yield a fair revenue. The Ex- 
periment Station, situated at Keno, is 
prepared to analyze sugar beets or 
other products of interest to farmers 
nd the public at large free of charge, 
'his work has been performed for 
several years. In 1891 over 100 pounds 
f sugar beet seed was sent out. In 
892 635 pounds of beet seed was de- 
ivered to farmers in every county in 
he state. The farmers returned samples 
f beets, with answers to questions in 
egard to the date of seeding, culture 
umbers of irrigations and other ques- 
lons to the number of seventeen 


Nevada grown beets during the two 
ears past have shown, according to 
hemical analysis, from 10 to over 23 
ar cent sugar. Bulletins 12 and 13 
om the station give suggestions on 
limate, varities of beets, soil prepara- 
lons, quantity of seed per acre and 
nalysis of over 400 samples of beets 
grown by the farmers and at the sta- 
ion, with some notes on sugar plants. 
Circulars containing much information 
elative to sugar beet culture are 
urnished farmers on application at 


station.

Walking; Machine Forme<l Hko a 


Human Being.

It is, in a few 


words, a steam maffhine formed like a

FEW APPRECIATE THE REAL SIGNifi- 


CANCE OF THE WORD. 


An JEnglUb Wtiter Endeavors to Give M 


Few mn»tratlons In Order to Convey to 
the Header a Comprehension of the Rnoi- 
mity of an Expression. 
It would be cnrions to know how 


many of yotir readers have brought fully 
home to their inner consciousness the 
real significance of that little word "bil- 
lion," which we have so often seen used 
In your columns. There are indeed few 
intellects that can fairly grasp it and di- 
gest it as a whole, and there are doubt- 
less many thousands who cannot appre- 
ciate its true worth, even when reduced 
to fragments for more easy assimilation. 
Its arithmetical symbol is simple and 
without much pretention. There are 
no large figures—just a modest 1 fol- 
lowed by a dozen ciphers, and that is all, 


Let us briefly take a glance at it as a 


measure of time, distance and weight. 
As a measure of time I would take one 
second as tho unit and carry myself in 
thought through the lapse of ages back 
to the first day of the year 1 of our era, 
remembering that in all those years w« 
have 365 days and in every day just 86,- 
400 seconds of time. Hence, in return- 
ing in thought back again to this year of 
grace* one might have pupposed that 1,- 
000,000,000,000 of seconds had long since 
elapsed, but this is not so. "We have not 
even passed one-sixteenth of that num- 
ber in all these long eventful years, for it 
takes just 31,687 years 17 days 22 hours 
45 minutes and 5 seconds to constitute 
1,000,000,000,000 seconds of time. 


It is no easy matter to bring under the 


cognizance of the human eye a billion 
objects of any kind. Let us try in imag- 
ination to arrange this number lor in- 
spection, and for this purpose I would se- 
lect a sovereign as a familiar object. 
Let us put one on the ground and pile 
upon it as many as will reach 20 feet in 
height. Then let us place numbers of 
similar columns in close contact, form- 
ing a straight line and making a sort pf 
wall SO feet high, showing only the thin 
edges of the coin. 


Imagine two such walls running par- 


allel to each other and forming, as it 
were, a long street, We must then 
kee; 


on extending these walls for miles, nay 
hundreds of miles, and still we shall b 
far short of the required number. An( 
it is not until we have extended ou 
imaginary street to a distance of 2,886 
miles that we shall have presented fo 
inspection our 1,000,000,000,000 of coins 


Or in lieu of this arrangement w 


may place them flat upon the ground 
forming one continuous line like a lonj 
golden chain with every link in clos 
contact. But to do this we must pas 
over land and sea, mountain and valley 
desert and plain, crossing the equator an> 
returning around the southern hemi 
sphere, through the trackless ocean, re 
trace our way again across the equator 
then still on and on until we again ar 
rivo at our starting point, and when we 
have thus passed a golden chain arounc 
the huge bulk of the earth we shall b< 
bnt at the beginning of our task. W< 
must drag this imaginary chain no less 
768 times around the globe. 


If we can further imagine all those 


rows of links laid closely side by side 
and every one in contact with its neigh 
bor, we shall have formed a gblden ban< 
around tho globe just 53 feet 6 inches 
wido and this will represent our 1,000, 
000,000,000 of coins. Snch a chain, if laid 
in a straight line, would reach a fraction 
over 18,328,445 miles, the weight o: 
which, if estimated at one-fourth ounce 
euch sovereign, would be 8,975,447 tons 
ancl would require for their transport no 
less than 2,825 ships, each with a ful 
cargo of 3,000 tons. Even then there 
would be a residue of 447 tons, repre- 
senting 64,081,930 sovereigns. 


For a measure of height let us take a 


much smaller unit as our measuring rod 
The sheets of paper on which The Times 
is printed, if laid out flat and firmly 
pressed together as in a well bounc 
book, would represent a measure oi 
about one-three hundred and thirty- 
third of an inch in thickness. 
Let us 


see how high a dense pile formed by 
billion of these thin paper leaves woulc 
reach. 
We must in imagination pile 


them vertically upward, by degrees 
reaching to the height of our tallesl 
spires, and passing theso the pile musl 
still grow higher, topping the Alps anc 
Andes and tho highest peaks of the 
Him- 


alayas, and shooting up from thence 
through the fleecy clouds pass beyone 
the confines of our attenuated atmos- 
phere and leap up into the blue ether 
with which the universe is filled, stand- 
ing proudly up far beyond the reach of 
nil terrestrial things—still pile on yotu 
thousands and millions of thin leaves, 
for we are only beginning to rear the 
mighty mass. Add millions on millions 
of sheets and thousands of miles on 
these, and still the number will lack its 
due amount. 


Let us pauso to look at the neat plowed 


edges of the book before us. See how 
closely lie those thin flakes of paper; how 
many there are in the mere width of a 
span, and then turn our eyes in imagina- 
tion upward to our mighty column of 
accmmilated sheets. It now contains its 
appointed number, and our 1,000,000,000, 
000 of sheets of Tho Times superimposed 
upon each other and pressed,into a 
com- 


pact mass has reached an altitude of 47,- 
848 miles!

follow me thus far will, I think, agree 
with mo that 1,000,000,000,000 is afearful 
thing, and that few can appreciate its 
real value. As for quadrillions and tril- 
lions, they are simply words, mere words, 
wholly incapable of adequately impress- 
ing themselves on the human intellect.
